They are complicating the effort of the special

The committee 
has now reportedly turned to consideration of a promi- 
nent physician, Dr. Felix Goico, as a possible interim 
president. 

Among the extremists in the rebel camp bitter di- 
visions are growing over the basic issue of whether 
or not to accept a negotiated solution at all. ^n intran- 
sigent faction of the pro-Castro 14th of June Political 
Group (APCJ) is now circulating a flysheet in rebel 
territory strongly protesting the Caamano government’s 
expressed willingness to negotiate. This faction thus 
joins an extremist- controlled labor group and the pro- 
Peiping Dominican Popular Movement (MPD) in urging 
a continuation of the fight. The Moscow- oriented Com- 
munist party and the other faction of the APCJ, on the 
other hand, continue to support negotiation^ 

The hard-line factions ar^ presumably responsible 
for the continuing sporadic \mrest in the interior.
